Whereas, the City of Austiin had oceased duwping trash at said premises
for two wonths preceaing said fire, but large Quantities of trash and other
debris still remeained and do yet remsin &t said locality hereinabove stated, the
sare being & constant peril for fire to her sald premises loocated a2 hereinabove
stated; and

Whereas, tho City of Austin for about ten months preceding the ocessatio
of its dumping at the locwlity hereinabove described paid to the said Mary Flum-
mer the sum of Five Dollars ($5.00) per month as 2 sort of compensation for the
nuisance she endured by reason of her consenting to the dumping of trash and

garbage hereinabove desoribed, but
Whefeua, such garbage and trash dump had beon maintained for four years

regularly at suid place noreinabove described prior to about the ist of Marech,
1918, but without payment to the said Mary Plummer for the nuisance and danger
